Days for Far Northern Ports 


Messrs. Hislop & Nagle, the well- 


known fur traders, leave Edroonten 


far north. They go ciear to the mouth 
of the Mackenzie River on the borders 
of the Arctic circle and spend the sum- 


mer months at their northern posts. 


Their load of supplies which amounts 
to some 150 tons, was shipped north a 
few days ago, and 


at Lake Athabasca. The supplies con- 
tain, clothing, food, etc, besides all 
kinds of bright and flashing trinkets 
which delight the eye of the Indian 
ant his sjuaw, who in return for tnese 
trinkets and for the necessities of life, 
hand over the furs for which the north 
country has become famous, and which 
are brought to Edmonton and shipped 
all over the world. 

Leaving Edmonton, the fur traders 
will proceed to Athabasca Landing, 
thence up the Athabasca River to Lake 
Athabasca. During this portion ofthe 
trip they have between Grand Rapids 
and Fort McMurray 80 miles of ra- 
pids to traverse, which necessitates 
eight or ten portages. Reaching Fort 
Chipweyan on Lake Athabasca, they 
board their steamer ‘‘Alpha’’, with their 
load of supplies, and proceed up the 
River to Fort

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


DAIRY COMMISSIONE R'S BRANCH 


To creamery owners: 

I am directed by the Honorable the 
Minister of Agriculture to state that 
parliament will be asked to extend the 
bonus of $100 on cold storage at cream- 
eries to the year 1906. 

Conditions of Payment. 

Payment for the full amount of the 
bonus will be made at the close of 
the buttermaking season, upon fulfil- 
ment of the following conditions, viz— 

1 An efficient cold storage must be 
built according to plans and specifica- 
tion supplied or approved, by the Dairy 
Commissioner, Ottawa. 

2 A gufficientiy low temperature 
must be maintained in the cold storage 
to protect the butter against injury 
for areasonable length of time. 

Creamery owners desiring to take ad- 
vantage of this bonus will b erequired: 

1 To make application before July 
Ist, 19¢6, on forms provided for the 
pose ; 

2 To send in a daily record of tem- 
perature maintained in the cold stor- 
age, once a month during the season. 

The construction of the cold storage 
will have to pass inspection by an of- 
ficer of the department, or some per- 
son designated to make a report on it. 
The efficiency of the cold storage will 
be determined by this report and by the 
monthly reports of temperature. 

Inspectors of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa, must be permitted 
to examine the construction of the cold 
storage and to make tests of tempera- 
ture at any time during reasonable 
working hours.
